WW: Coasters. Those little things people put cups and 
glasses on to keep tables dry. 

CK: Figures. Okay, how and why did you get into 
Corvetting? 

WW: I can thank my Mom for that She and Dad ran their 
own. junkyard down at Coocoos Bay. He only liked Fords 
She preferred Cbevrolets. My favorite were the stacks and 
stacks of shot tires. When I was little, I pretended they 
were my lighthouses. 

CK: When did you see your first Vette? 

WW: Not until August 35,1979 - My tenth birthday. It 
had been parked at the junkyard’s rear - kinda 



totalled - since 1957 when Mom bought it from a 
vagabond artist named Hal Robinson for 518.75. I'll never 
forget the guy. 

CK: Because he Bold a wrecked Vette to your Mom? 

WW. No. Because he offered to tattoo his professional 
signature on my tongue for an extra $5.00. Mom wouldn't 
let me. 

CK: Rather bizarre offer, despite the bargain fee. 

WW: The guy craved fame. Figured to become famous if he 
could get his name on enough people’s tongues. That’s 
when I first sensed Vette owners were really cool types. 
CK: And his damaged car sat there 32-years, ignored and 
gathering dust. All that time, unknown to you 
WW: Yeh. Hidden behind assorted trash and surrounded by 
Ford collectibles. When Mom showed me the Vette, I knew 
intuitively it was the only car worth sitting-in-twice. 

CK: Your kinda machine, eh?

WW: That says it. I mean, I lost my mind over that ’57 SS 
Racer! Wanted to keep it in my room. Folks said ‘forget it 1 
to that plan. So I moved my stuff out to a tent beside the 
Racer. lived there - right next to it - until I finished 
school. Worked on it around the dock, restoring it to near 
mint condition, handfonning all the r uin ed parts. 

CK; My, what skill, where did you learn it? 

WW: Took nothing but shop classes all the way through 
Junior and Senior High. Lucked out when one of the shop 
teachers bought a used '65 Vette. That was the first 
Stingray, I went gaga for that model. Immediately began 
modifying my Vette to look just like the Stingray. A lotta 
work. 

CK: You...turned...a 'S7 SS Bacer..Jnto...a '66 Stingray? 

WW: Ho big deal. 

CK; You had powertools by then, naturally. 

WW: Hope. Did eveiything with handtools. Mom always 
said, “Real wrenches sneer at powered equipment" I 
wanted to carry on her philosophy. 

CK: What was your Dad’s philosophy? 

WW: “If it’s not a Ford, use it for a ship anchor." Mom 
got tired of their squabbles, talked him into selling the 
junkyard and splitting the profits. Afterward, each of them 
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Lived beside it, worldug contentedly* 


went their own way. Dad vanished into Detroit and was 
never heard from again. Mom headed for Seattle to help 
build airplanes for Being. 

CK- What a shame. Where were you during this traumatic 
family tragedy? 

WW: Trying to stay in finishing school. 

CK: Finishing school? You attended Blushing school? 

WW: Yup. The Cordero Institute Of Corvette Conversion. 
Down in Nicksville, California. Was taking advanced 
courses, too, when the folks broke-up,
